And 
iherforcitmutt  ncdcs  be  much  more  dangerous,  vhen  ig- 
norant people  read  allb  corrupted  tranflations.  Now  fmcc 
Luther , and  his  fo  I overs  hauc  pretended,  that  the  Ca-  a cilomoiau* 
tholique  Romanc  faichand  dodnne, should  becontrarie 
to  Gods  written  word,&  that  the  Scriptures  were  not  fuffe- 
red  in  vulgar  languages, left che  people  fliould  lee  the  truth,  ' 

& withal  tilde  new  niaifkers  corruptly  turning  the  Scrip-

But  here  an  other  cjueftion  may  bepropofed:  Why  wc 
tr  an  Hate  the  Latin  text,  rather  then  the  Hebrew,  or  Grefcc, 
which  Protcftantcs  preferre  , as  the  fountaine  tongues, 
whccin  holie  Scriptures  were  firft  written  ? To  this  wc 
anfwer,  that  if  in  dcdetboic  firft  pure  Editions  were  now 
extant,  or  iffuch  as  be  extant,  were  more  pure  then  the  La- 
tin, we  would  alfo  preferre  fuch  fountaincs  before  the  ri- 
sers, in  whatfoeuer  they  should  be  found  todifagrcc.  But 
theancient beft Icrncd  Fachcrs,&:  DoaorsofcheChurch, 
domuchcomplamc,  andteftifie  to  vs,  that  both  the  He- 
brewand  Greke  Editions  arc  fouly  corrupted  by  lewes, 
and  Herettkes,  fiucc  the  Latin  was  tculy  tranllaccd  out  of 
them, whiles  they  were  more  pure.  And  chat  the  fame  La- 
tin hath  bene  farre  better  con  (crued  from  corruptions.  So 
that  the  old  Vulgate  Latin  Edition  hath  bene  preferred, 
and  vied  for  moil  authcncical  abouc  a thou  laud  and  three 
hundered  ycarcs . For  by  this  vcrictcrmc  S.  Icromcalleth 
thac  Verfion  the  vuf gate  or  common  ^c\wc\\  he  conferred  with 
the  Hebrew  ofche  old  l'cftamcnr,  and  with  the  Greke  of 
the  NcWiWhichheaKo  purged  from  fattltcs  committed  by 
Writers,  rather  amending  rhen  tranflating  it . Though  in 
regard  oft  Iris  amending,  S.G  regoriecallech  it  thenewwer- 
fioofs.ierom : who  neucrthclcs  in  an  other  place  callcth  the 
Jelf  fame  jhe  old  Latin  £(#/w«,iudgingitmoft  worthy  to  be 
folowcd.  S,  Auguftin  callcth  it  the  Italian.  S.  Iftdorus  wit- 
neilech  chat S.  lerd:n\  verfon  was  rccciued  and  aproned bj al 
Chrifiian  churches.  Sophronius  alfo  a moft  lerned  man, 
icing  S.  Icroms  Edition  (o  much  eftemed,  not  only  ofche 
Lacincs,but  alfo ot  the  Grecians, turned  the  Pialtcr  & Pro- 
plicccs,  out  ofche  fame  Latin  into  Greke.  Of  latter  times

Miginwordcs,  fome  atfo  infenfc,  asm  long  proccfTe  of 
time,  the  writers  erred  in  their  copies;  now  lately  by  the 
care  &:  diligence  of  the  Church,  thofc  diners  readings  were 
maturely,  and  iudiciouflycxainincd , andconferrcd  with 
fundric  the  beft  written  and  printed  bookes,  &forefblucd 
vpcm,  thatal  wdiich  before  were  Iciftin  the margenr,  arc* 
either  reflorcdmco  the  (ext,  or  els  omitted^  /o  that  now 
none  fuch  remaine  in  the  margent.  For  which  caufe,  w e 
hauc  againc  conferred  this  Enghfh  tranflacioo,  and  con- 
Thej  touthed  formed  it  to  the  nioft  perfeft  Latin  Edition.  V Vherc  yet  by 
joBctfici . the  way  W"c  mufl  geue  the  vulgar  reader  to  vnderftand.thac 
very  fewer  none  of  the  former  varieties,  touched  Con  no- 
ucrfics  of  this  time  . So  that  this  Recognition  is  no  w ay 
ftifpiciousofpattialcie,  but  is  merely  donnefor  the  more 
feeure  conferuationof  therme  text  j and  more  cafe, 'and 
fatisfatfion  ol  (rich, as  otherwife  fliculd  liaue  icmaincd 
more  doubtful.

V Vherby appeareth  his  wil, 
that  al  should  bclaued.  Why  then  arc  not  al  faued?'!  he 
Chriflrcjc-  Apoftle  adder  h:  that  they  muft  firft  comctorhcknowlcgc 
ne  1 Vsued.  orthc  truth.  Bccaufc  without  faith  it  is  impoflible  to  pleafo

God.Th  is  groundworks  therfotc  of  our  creation  in  Chrift 
by  true  faith,  S.  Paul  labored  mod  ferioufly  by  word  and 
writing,  cocftabtish  in  theharresof  al  men.  In  this  he  con- 
firmed the  Romanes  by  his  Epiftlc,  contending  their  faith, 
asalrcady  rccciued,andrcho\vmcdin  the  w hole  world.  He 
preached  the  :'ame  faith  to  manic  Nations.  Amongft  o- 
thers  to  the  lerned  Athenians.  V Vhctc  it  ferned  to  Ionic,  as 
abfurdc,  as  ftrangei  info  much  that  they  fcornfully  called 
him  a word- Jo  wer,  and  Preacher  of  new  gods.  ButS.  Au- 
guftinallowcch  the  termc  for  good,  which  was  reproch- 
fully  fpokenof  the  ignorant.  And  fo  diftingmfhing  betven 
Reapers , and  Sowers  in  Gods  Church,  lie  tcachcth,  that 
wheras  the  ocher  Apoftlcs  reaped  in  thclewes,  that  which 
their  Patriarch cs  and  Prophetes  had  fo yne,  S.  Paul  fowed 
the  {cede of  Chriftian  Religion  in  the  Gentiles.  And  foin 
refpeftofthe  Ifraclites,  to  whom  they  were  firtt  fcnc,  cal- 
Icth  the  other  Apottlcs  M<JJircst  Reapers , and  S,  Paul,  being 
Specially  fent  to  the  Gentiles,  Semin,  itorem  a Sower , or  Semi- 
nar te  ApoflU.  V V hich  two  fortes  of  Gods  workmen  are  ftil 
in  the  Church,  wichdiftinft  offices  of  Paftoral  cures,  and 
Apoftqlical  miflionSi  the  one  for  perpetual  gouernment  of 
Cathofique  countries  : the  other  for  conuerfion  of  fuch,  as 
either hauc not receiucdGIiri Ilian  Religion,  orate  rc!ap~ 
fed.  Asatthis time  in  our  country,  for  the  diuers  fortes  of 
pretended  religions,  thclc  diuers  fpiricual  workes  are  ne- 
edrary, co  teach  and  feede  al  Britan  people.  Bccaufcfomc 
inerrorof  opinions  prcachan other  Gofpcl,  wherasin  ve- 
ritie  there  is  no  other  Gofpel/l  hcy  preach  in  dedc  new  do* 
ft rincs,  which  can  not  fauc.  Others  folow  them  bclcuing 
fals hood.  But  when  the  blinde  lead  the  blinde  ( not  the  one 
only,  but) both  fal into  the  ditch . Others  conforme  them- 
Jclucs,  in  external  shew,  fearing  them  that  can  punish,  and 
kil  the  bodte.  But  ear  Lord  wtlbrir.g  fuch  as  decline  into  ( vn- 
Juft,  alligations , with  them  that  workt  initjaitie.  The  Rch- 
ques  and  final  flock  of  Cacholiqucs  in  out  country,  hauc

great  fadnc>,  and  forow  of  hart;  not  fo  much  for  our  owne 
affliction  , for  that  is  comfortable-,  but  for  you  our  bre- 
thren, and kinfemen  in  flefh  and  bloud.  V Vishing  with  our 
ownc  temporal  damage whatfocucr, your  faluation.  Now 
is  the  acceptable  time,  now  arc  the  dayesof  faluation,  the 
time  ot  Grace  by  Chrift,whofc  dayes  manic  Kinges  Sc  Pi  o- 
phetes  dc fired  to  fec:thcy  law  them(«; fpiriu ) and  reioyccd. 
But  we  are  made  partakers  of  Chrift,andhisMyftcrics;  fo 
that  our  fclues  ncglcft  nor  his  hcaucnly  riches:  if  wc  rccciuc 
Sc  kepe  the  beginning  of  his  fubftance,  firme  vnto  the  end ; 
that  is,  the  true  Catholiquc  faith  ; building  theroo  good 
workes  by  his  grace;  without  which  wc  cannot  thinkc  a 
good  thought,  by  which  we  can  do  al  thinges  neccflaric 
to  faluation. But  ifwc  hold  not  fall  this  ground, at  the  buil- 
ding faylcth.  Or  if  confcffing  to  know  God  in  wordcs',  wc 
denie  him  in  dccdcs  , committing  workes  of  darknes ; 
or  omitting  workes  of  mercic,  when  wc  may  doc  them  to 
our  diflrcflcd  neigh  boursjbriflyifwehauc  not  chari  tie,  the 
forme  and  perfeftionof  al  vcrtucs,  al  is  loft,  and  nothing 
worth.  But  ifwebuildcvpon  firme  groundc,  gold,  filucr, 
and  precious  ftoncs,  fuch  building  shal  abide,  and  make 
our  vocation  fure  by  good  workes.  as  S.  Peter  fpeakethi 
Thefc  (faith  S.  Paul ) are  the  heyres  of  God,cohcyres  of 
Chrift.  Neither  is  the  number  of  Chrifls  blcfTcd  children 
coutcd,as  of  thclewcs,an  hundred  fourtic  foure  thoufand , 
of  eucrie  tribe  of  Ifracl  twclue  thoufand  figned;  bur  a mbfl 
great  inultitudcofCacholique  Chnftians , which  no  man 
’can  number,  of  al  nations,  and  tribes,  and  peoples,  and 
tongues, (landing  before  the  throne  of the  lambfc,  clothed 
in  white  robes,  and  palmes  ( of triumph ) in  the  it  ha  tides: 
hauing  oucrcomc  tentatioris  in  the  vertuoui  race  of  good 
life.  Much  more  rhofcwhich  alfo  indurc  perfetucion  fot 
theiruthcs  fake, shal  rccciuc  moft copious  great  tCVatdes 
\ n hfcaucii.  For  albcit'thc  paffionsof  this  rime 
arc  not  * condignt,tothe  glotic  to  come, that  shal  be  rcue-

led  in  vs:  yet  our  tribulation,  which  prefendy  is  momcn- 
tanie,  and  light,  work  ah  ( tlrwgh  gnet)  abouc  mcafurc 
cxcedingly  an  eternal  weight  or  glonc.  What  shai  we 
rherfore  meditate  of  the  elpecial  prerogatiue  of  English

And  fi nee  Scriptures  were  written  they  are  alfo  necc/Tarie,  for  three  fp  c- 
till  reafom.  Firft  for  that  * e are  only  allured  by  Tradition  ofthe  Church,  that 
thole  bookes  are  indede  holie  Scriptures,  which  are  fo  accounted,  and  not  by 
the  Scripture  it  felfc,  for  that  were  to  prone  the  fame  by  the  fame,  vntilwe  be 
allured  of  fame  part,  that  proueth  feme  other  partes.

oj  had  Sacrifice  offered,  or  other  remcdic  vfeb  for  them  before  Ch rift,  or  bap- 
fifed  fince  Chrift  : vet  they  lufci  (as  5.  Auguftin  noteih)  both  death  and  manic 
other  penalties,  oHicke ties,  cold,  hcacr,  hunger,  and  the  like,  which  can  nei- 
ther be  to  them  matter  of  mcrite  (asto  others  it  may  be  ) nor  profile  them  for 
molding  of  other  finncs,  firing  they  dye  in  theiiinfancic. Yea moreoucrifi they 
dyed  wirhoutcircumcifio*  or  other  remcdic  ofrhofe  former  times,  their  fouler 
pcttfHcd  from  their  people;  and  now  without  Baptiline  can  neticrenrer  into 
the  kingdom*  ofheauen,  which  could  not  Hand  with  Gods  mfliccjif  they  were 
not  guilcie  of  finne.

Wbcrupon  he 
conclude rh  that  this  narration  (which  he  calleth  a Fable)  hath  no  probabtline, 
noj  poiTibilitic  to  be  true-  To  whom  Sc  alfuch  calumniators  it  may  bcanlwe- 
red,tbat  Moyfeseueuinan  bemikesowne  edeeipt,  ifmalicc  obfeurednot  his 
fenfe,  muft  necdcsbe  thought  wife  ynough,  if  he  badbenne  diJpofed  to  fayoe 
fables,  to  frame  them  probable,  or  poffiblc,  efpecially  w hen  he  pretended  not 
to  fignifie  a miracle,  in  the  Gnalncs  of  the  rowmeto  rcceiue  fo  much,  as  he  le- 
porteth.  Grigcnto anfwcr  him  fappofeth  a cubite  here  m£t»oned,  to  haoc  co- 
latnedfic  ordinarie  cubitet:  and  fa  doubdes  the  arke  might cafily  containcal 
thinges  that  are  here  fpoken  of,  for  foil  were  like  to  a great  citic.

adulrcrie  forrhcfiine  Luther  in  riiecontrarie  extreme  hdj  it  not  *n  lawful, 
burindi /relent,  nftv  in  the  law  nf^t-itc,  fora  man  to  haue  more  wines  then 
00;  at  once*  And  fomc  Eitglifli  Proteftants  hold,  that  for  add  retie,  the  inno* 
cent  panic  may  marie  an  other,  the  firft  liurn^.  Bui  the  Carholiquc  doGrin 
di  l^riguifliing  rimes  and  caufcSjfhcveth  how  pturalirie  of  wines  was  lawful 
fomenmes,  and  at  other  rimes,  clbecially  hnec  Ctirirt,  altogether  TnUwful, 
and  xndi'penGble*  Thefumme  ofwhith  vcritieis  this.  By  the  firft  infhtution 
of  Maria^e  in  the  Bate  ofinnocencie,  and  law  of  nature,  and  by  ihc  law  of 
Ch  rift,  itffva  lawful  for  ante  man  to  hauemoic  viue*,and  for  anie  woman  to 
haue  more  Wbindi , then  one;  In  the  one  pare  of  which  Law  aotwirh- 
ftamiing  God  fome  times  difpenfed  .

theft  obfcru-iuons  were  commanded  for  figmfica lion  of  vertuet  to  he  embra- 
ced, and  of  vices  or  fin  nci  to  be  auoided.  Such  beaftes  therforc  were  holdcn 
for  cleane,  and  allo  wed  Jor  mans  foode,  as  diuidc  the  hoqfc,  and  ruminate,  or 
chew  the  cudde,  ii^nifvtng  difctetion  betwirt  good  and  cue  I rand  diligent 
con  ft  derat  ion,  or  meditation  of  Gods  law : and  the  beaftei  which  lack  thofc 
two  properties  ofdiuiding  the  hoofe,  and  chewing  the  cudde,  or  cither  of 
them,  were  reputed  vne  leant,  fignifymg  fiich  men  as  care  not  whether  they 
do  wet  oi  cud,  or  do  not  ruminate,  and  meditate  good  things,  » hi ch  they 
Thevncleanc  heare  or  tod,  ftigccting  or  neglecting,  what  is  taught  them.  Like  wife  the 
fiitmfied  vices,  filhes  that  haue  finite*  and  feales,  which  ftgmfie  doming  of  the  rrur.dj  and 
" auftciitic  of  life,*  were  counted  cleane : but  cu cfc  that  want  either  of  the  fame 

were  vnclcanc  and  prohibited*  Alfa  rename  birdcs  wet e eft crutd  cleane  and 
allowed  to  be  catcntocheri  vnclcanc  and  forbid  As  the  Eagle,  ft  unifying  pildc  > 
the  gfifibn,  tyrannic ; the  ofptcv;  oppicflTon  *,  the  kire,  fraud;  the  vuharc,  fe- 
■ dition,  al  kindes  oftauens, carnal  vofnpioufnei ; thcofliich,  worldlie  cares;  the 
owlc,  flout h,  or  tluluesm  fpiriuill  things  uhe  Acme,  d ublt  dealing  ; a I kind  el 
ofhaukei,crueltie ; the  febriteb  owlc^uinnet  the  diiier,gttttttmitj  the  Aotkr, 
enute;  the  fwannt,  hypocrifie;  the  onocraral,  auaricc  ; the  porphinon,  felfe 
u il the  hcrodian,  a bloudtc  mind;  the  caladrion,  much  bablwgi  the  lapwing, 
defolation  ofniiii  J,  or  At  fp<  ration  ; the  bane,  cattMte  polkic ; and  the  like 
in  other  birdes,  beaftts,  and  fishes  Alagreablcio  that  time,  in  which  ( faicth

4 vainc  againft  verie  few  enemies*  t There  went  vp  rher-* 
fore  three  thoufand  fighting  men*  Who  mimediatly  turning 

j their  backes,  f were  ftrooken  of  the  men  of  the  citie  of 
Haijftfid  there  fel  of  them  •*  fit  and  thirtic  men  : and  the  ad- 
ocrfarics  purfewed  them  from  the  gate  as  farre  as  Sabarinw, 
and  they  ftricke  them  flying  away  by  the  defeent : and  the 
hart  of  the  people  was  much  afnyd,  and  melted  like  vnto 

6 water*  f But  lofue  rent  his  garmentestand  fel  llatre  on  the 
ground  before  the  arkc  of  our  Lord  vntil  eucning,  as  wel  he 
asalthc  ancicntes  of  Ifracl:  and  they  cart  duft  vpon  their 

7 hcadcs,  t and  lofue  faid  : Alas  6 Lord  God,  why  wouldefl 
thou  bring  this  people  ouer  the  riticr  of  Iordan,  to  dcliucr  vs 
into  the  bandes  of  the  Amorrhette*  and  to  deftroy  vs,  would 

8 God  as  we  begannc.we  had  tatied  beyond  Iordan,  f My  Lord 
God  what  shal  I fay*  feeing  Ifracl  turning  their  backcs  to 

J their  enemies  * f The  Chananeites  shat  hcare  of  if,  and  al 
the  inhabirantes  of  the  Land,  and  being  gathered  together 
in  aplumpc  shal  com  pa  Ife  vs  about,  & shal  deftroy  oar  name 
from  the  earth:  and  what  wiltthou  doe  to  thy  greatc  name  ? 

10  f And  our  Lord  faid  to  lofue.,:  Arifo,'"  why  Heft  thou 

11  fi arte  on  the  ground  I f Ifracl  huh  finned,  and  rranfgreflcd 
my couenantu:  and  they  haue  taken  of  the  anathema,  and 
hauc  ftolcn  and  lycd  , and  haue  hid  it  among  their  vefTcl , 

tt  t Neither  can  Ifracl  ftand  before  his  enemies,  and  he  shal 
flee  them : beciufe  he  is  polluted  with  the  anathema.  J'wil 

Nun  be  no 
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be  no  more  with  you,  til  you  di!  patch  him,  that  ii  guilt  ie  of 
this  kicked  faft.  f Arile,  Uuttifie  the  people,  and  fay  to  ij 
them : Befaofiified  againft  to  morrow:  for  thus  faith  out 
Lord  God  of  Ifrael;  There  is  anathema  in  the  middes  of  thee 
o Ifrael:  thou  etnft  not  ft  and  before  thy  at  enemies*  til  he  be 
deftroyed  out  of  thee  that  is  contaminated  with  this  kicked 
fail.  t And  you  shal  come  in  the  morning  euenc  one  by  14 
your  tribes : and  what  ciibe  loeuer  the  lotc  shal  finde,  it  shal 
come  by  the  kind  redes  thtrof,  the  kinred  by  thchoufes,  and 
the  houfc  by  the  men*  | And  wholocucr  he  be  that  shal  be  ij

Pre- 
fenting  rbat&Uo  by  the  houfes,  he  found  it  Zabdi:  f-vhofe  iS 
houfe  diuiding  into  cuene  man,  he  found  Achan  the  forme 
of  Charmi,  the  fonne  of  Zabdi : the  fonne  of  Zarc  of  the 
tribcofluda,  f And  lofue  laid  to  Achan:  My  fonne,  geue  ip 
glotieto  our  Lord  God  of  Ifrael,  and  confclTe,  and  tel  me 
▼ hat  thou  haft  done,  hide  it  not.  t And  Achan  an  [we  red 
lofue,  and  laid  to  him:  Indeede  I hauc  finned  to  out  Lord 
the  God  of  Ifrael,  and  thus  and  thus  hauc  I done*  f For  Haw  lt 
among  the  fpoilcs  a eloke  of  fcarlct  veriegood,  and  into  bun* 
dred  field  of  filuer,  and  a golden  rule  of  fit  tie  fidcs:  and  co- 
ucting  I tooke  it  away,  and  hid  it  in  the  ground  agamft  the 
middes  of  my  tabernacle,  and  the  filuer  I coucred  with  the

rheftftie  citie ; f but  a!  ther#ft  of  ihcliofte  went  in  bated  15 
any  on  the  Notch  fide,  fo  that  the  tad  of  the  multitude  did 
reach  to  the  Weft  fide  of  thceitic-  lofue  therfore  went  that 
night-r,  and  ftoodc  in  the  middet  of  the  valley,  f which  14 
when  the  King  of  Hai  had  fee  no,  he  made  haft  in  the  mour- 
ning , and  ilTiicd  forth  with  al  the  hoft  of  the  cirie,  and  bent 
his  armic  coward  the  deferr,  being  ignorant  that  there  lav  * 

embushmemes  fccreily  behind  his  bickc-  . f But  lofue,  tj 
andal  Iftael  gauc  baeke,  feyning  feare,  and  fleeing  by  the 
vay  of  the  wilderneSi  f But  they  cried  alowdc  togerlier,and  j£ 
encouraging  one  an  ocher,  puefe wed  them.  And  when  they 
were  gone  from  the  cine,  f and  ” not  one  remained  in  the  17 
cirie  of  Hai  and  Bethel,  chat  putfewed  not  Ifrad  (euen  as 
they  had  rushed  out  leaning  the  townes  open,)  f our  Lord  iS 
faid  to  Io(uc ; **  Lift  vp  the  shield,  that  is  in  thy  hand,  agiinft 
the  cirie  of  Hai,  for  I wil  dcliucr  it  to  thee.  t And  when  he  if 
had  lifted  vp  his  shield  againft  the  otic,  the  embushementes, 
that  lay  hidde,  rofe  vp  immcdiatiy:  and  going  to  the  citie,

When  the  aJnetfariej  tberForc  vete  flair, e on  both 
fide»,  fo  thatnoneof  fo  great  a innltitude  faued,  f they  1$

Who  faid  - f If  you  fend  back  the  j 
atke  of  the  God  of  Ifracl,  fend  it  not  away  einpttCt  but  that 
which  you  owe  render  vnto  it  for  iinne*  and  then  you  ihal 
be  cured,-  and  you  (hal  know  why  his  hand  departith  not

him,  bcciufe  md  CLirte  away  halfe  their  garment*  vnto  the  buttockes,  and 
Dauid  ln.1  fcnc  them  away.  j-  Which  ^ hen  it  vaf  told  Dauid, he  fent  to  y 

trie  alVwai*  mcerc  ^em;  f°r  the  men  were  co  unfounded  very  fowly,  rnd 
returned  into  Dauid  commanded  them:  Taty  in  Icricho,  til  your  beard  be

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know  chat  theft  Is  a prophet  in  (fuel,  f Numan  therfore  9 
came  with  horfes  and  ch motes, and  flood  at  the  doorc  of  the 
houfe  of  Ellfeui:  f ind  Ell  fern  Cent  a mefTenger  to  him,  faying:  iq 
Gocind  be  wished  feuen  times  in  Iordan, and  thy  flesh  sha! 
receiuc  health*  and  thou  shah  be  clean  c,  f Naaman  being  tt 
angric  departed,  frying: I thought  he  would  com c out  ro  me, 
and  rtanding  would  inuoeate  the  name  of  rhe  Lord  hisGod, 
and  touch  with  his  hand  the  place  of  the  Icprolic,  and  cure 
me,  -f  What  arc  not  Abana,  and  Pharphar  the  riuersof  Dama-  it 
fats,  better  then  al  the  waters  of  Ifrael*  that  I may  be  washed 
in  them,  and  be  made  cleane  ? Thcrforc  when  he  had  turned 
him  (elfin  i went  a way  with  indignation, ■j_his  fcnnntes  came  tj 
vnto  him,&  fpike  to  him:  Father, A:  if  the  prophet  had  fay  d a 
great  thing  to  thee,  certes,  thou  shoulJcft  haue  done  it : how 
much  more  wheras  now  he  fayd  vmo  thee : Be  washed,  and 
rhnu  shilt  be  clean??  f He  went  downc,  & washed  in  Iordan  14 
feucu  rimes  according  tothc  word  of  the  man  of  God,  and  bis

We  arc  thy  feruantes  , what  foe  tier  thou  shah  command  we 
wl!  doe, neither  wil  we  make  vs  a king:Doe  thou  whatfocuer 
pleafeth  thee,  j-  And  he  wrote  letters  to  them  agayne,  the  ft-  ( 
cond  tymc*favmg:  I f you  be  mine,  and  obey  me,  take  the 
headcs  of  your  majftcrs  fonnes  , and  come  to  methisv.eric 
hourc  to  motow  into  Iczrahcl*  Morcouci  rhe  kinges  Tonnes, 
ieuentic  men  were  brought  vp  with  the  chicfc  of  the  cine* 

T And  when  the  letters  were  come  to  them-,  they  cooke  the  7 
kinges  fonnes,  and  (lew  feuenric  men, and  put  their  headcs  iji 
baskets,  and  Tent  them  to  him  into  kzrahd,  f And  a media-  S 
get  came, Sc  told  him,  faying  : They  hauebrought  the  headcs 
ofthc  kinges  (onnes.who  anfwercd:  Lay  them  in  two  h capes  * 
by  the  entrance  of  the  gate  vutil,  morning  . f And  when  it  9 
was  light,  he  went  forth,  and  ftanding  fayd  to  al  rhe  people ; 

You  arc  iuft:  If  I hauc  confpired  agiynft  my  maifler,  and  haue 
llaync  him,  who  hath  ftrooken  a!  thefe  ? f See  therforc  now  10 
there  hath  not  fallen  of  rhe  worries  of  our  Lord  on  the 
ground,  which  our  Lord  fpake  vpon  the  lioufc of  Achab, and 
our  Lord  hath  done  that  which  he  fpake  in  the  hind  of  his 
feruant  Eli  is.  f lehu  therforc  fmote  al  that  were  leafe  of  the  it 
houfc  of  Achab  in  tcrrahcl,  and  al  his  nobles  , and  familiars,

there  was  teafr  nor  one  iKn,tame  not.  And  they  entered  into  Jtta.j, 
the  temple  of  Baal;  and  the  houfc  of  Baal  was  filled,  from 
one  end  to  the  other  , f And  he  fayd  to  them  that  were  otter 
ii  the  garmenres : Bring  forth  garmcnies  for  a!  the  feruantes  of 
ij  B-ial  And  they  brought  them  forth  girmemes , t And  Ichu

IN  the  three  and  twenreth  ycare  of  loas  the  Tonne  of  O-  i 
choztas  the  king  of  luda,  reigned  loachaz  the  forme  of 
Ichu  oner  Ifraei  in  Samaria,  feuentrnc  yeares.  f And  he  did  t 
cm!  before  our  Lord,  and  folowcd  the  finnes  of  leroboam 
the  forme  of  Nabat,  who  made  Ifraei  to  finne  , and  declined 
not  from  them,  f And  the  furie  of  our  Lord  was  wrath  a-  \ 
gay tlifl  1 Trad  j and  he  deliuered  them  into  rhe  hand  of  Hazard

IN  the  twelfth  ycarcof  Achaz  kingof  (oda, reigned  Ofec  r r 
the  Tonne  of  Ela  in  Samaria  ouer  IfracI  nine  ycares.  j-  And,  1 r, 
he  did  cuii  before  our  Lord  : but  not  as  the  kinges  of  Ifrael, 
that  had  bene  before  him*  7 Againft  him  came  vp  Salmanifar  $ . 
king  of  the  A Syrians*  and  Ofec  was  made  feryantto  him,  and 
payd  him  tributes.  j*  And  when  the  king  of  the  Afiyrianshad  4^ 
found,  that  Ofcc  cndcucring  to  rebel  had  Tent  meffcngers  to 
Sua  the  kingof  ALgypc,(h.ac  he  might  not  pay  tributes  to  the

of  our  Lord,  and  al  the  men  of  lud  a,  and  a I chat  dwelt  in  leru* 
falem  with  him  prieftes  and  prophetes,  and  al  the  people  from

altar,  and  excelfc  he  deftroyed,  and  burnt,  and  brake  into 
powder,  and  the  grouc  alfo  he  burnt*  f And  Iofias  turning,

thou  fhaltbe  princeoucr  it.  f Al  the  ancientes  iherfo rc-of  j 
Ifracl  came  to  the  king  into  Hebron,  and  Dauid  entred  into  a

theproplicte  to  Aft  the  king  of  luJa,  and  faydro  him:  Be* 
eaulcthou  haft  hid  confidence  in  the  king  of  Syria*  and  not 
in  our  Lord  thy  God*  thcr  fore  hath  the  srmie  ofthc  king  of 
Syria  efeaped  out  of  thy  hand.  f Were  nor  the  ^Ethiopians,  8 
and  Libyans  manic  moc  in  chariorcs  , and  horfemen  > arid  a 
multitude  acceding  great : whom,  when  thou  didft  bclcuc  in 
our  Lord  , he  delivered  into  thy  hand  } *f  for  the  eics  of  our  9

" Leuires,  and  fayd  to  them  ?Goeye  forth  to  the  cities  of  luda, 
and  gather  of  al  lfracl  money  for  the  reparation  of  the  temple 
* of  your  Godjyearc  by  yeire,  and  doe  thisin  haft  : moreoucr 
6 the  Leuitcs  did  negligently.  f And  the  king  called  loiada  the 
prince,  and  fayd  to  him  : why  haft  thou  had  no  care  to  con- 
qi  ftraync  the  Leuitcs  to  bring  in  out  of  luda  and  UiufaUm  the 
money,  that  was  ::  appointed  of  Moyfcsthc  feniaiu  of  our 
- Lotdj  thxt  a!  the  multitude  of  Ifrael  fhould  bring  it  in  tmo  the 
7 tabernacle  of  icftimonie?  t For  the  mod  impious  Athalia, 
and  her  children  hauedeftroyed  the  houfc  of  God,  and  of  al 
thingesihat  had  bene  fan£bficd  in  the  temple  of  our  Lord, 
S they  adorned  the  temple  of  Baalim, f The  king  therforc  com* 
mamJed  and  chey  madea  chcfl ; and  fei  it  by  flic  gate  of  our 
9 Lord  on  the  out  fide,  f And  it  was  proclay med  in  luda  and 
a Ierufalem,thit  cucry  man  should  bring  the  price  to  our  Lord,

* uices  ( for  they  faw  much  money  ) the  Iringcs  Scribe  went  in, 
and  he  whom  t he  high  pried  had  appoynted  ; &-thcy  powred 
out  the  money  chat  was  in  the  cheft,flc  recaried  it  to  his  place: 
-and  fo  did  they  tiom  day  to  day,  and  there  was  gathered  in- 
'll finite  money*  T ^hich  the  kiug  and  loiada  gaue  to  them, 
.that  ouerfaw  tlic  workciof  thehoufe  of  our  Lord:  but  they 
hired  with  it  hewers  of  Bones,  and  artificers  of  al  workes,  ro 
repayce  ihe  houfeof  our  LordrCmithcsalfo  ofyron  and  brafTc, 
.ipthit  that  which  began  to  fal,  might  be  vpholdcn.  f And

t And  when  they  hid  aecomplifhcd  tl  the  workes  ,Hhey  14 
brought  the  reft  of  the  money  before  the  king  and  loiada  : of 
the  which  were  made  vefleh  of  the  temple  to  ihe  miniftcrie*  t 
and  for  holoeauftes,  phials  life,  and  other  vdFcli  of  gold  and 
fiber;  and  holQcauftesNrcre'oiFcrcdin  rhehoufeof  our  Lord  z 
continually  al  the  diits  of  loiadi,  f Bat  loiada  became  old  sy 
being  ful  of  dives,  and  died  when  he  was  an  hundred  and

but  he  killed  his  fonne.  Who  when  he  died,  fayd  ; Our  Lord  r 
fee,  and  require  it.  t Aud  when  a yearc  was  eomeabour,  the  2$ 
arntic  of  Syria  came  vp  agiinft  him;  Sc  ir  came  into  luda  & le- 
nifalcm,  8c  flewe  al  the  princes  of  the  people,  and  al  thepray 
they  fen t to  the  king  inso  Damalcus-t  And  wheras  there  14 
come  a very  fmal  number  of  the  Syrians,  oar  Lord  dchucrcd 
into  their  handcs  an  infirm multitude,  for  that  they  had  tor-

\ king  flept  with  his  fathers*  f Sixtene  ycarcs  old  was  Gzias 
when  he  began  to  reigne,and  he  reigned  two  and  fifrie  Yearcs 
in  Ierufalem,  the  name  of Kis  mother  was  lechelia  of  lerufa- 

4 cm-  f And  he  did  that  whielf  was  right  In  the  eics  of  our 
Lord,  according  to  at  thinges,  which  Amafias  his  father  had 

y done-  j*  And  he  fought  our  Lord  in  the  daies  of  Zacharias 
that  vndciftood  and  faw  God:  and  when  he  fought  our  Lord* 

6 " he  dire&cd  him  in  al  thingej.  f Moreoucr  he  went  forth, 
and  fought  againft  rhe  Phili flhijms,  and  deftroyed  the  wal  of 
Geth,and  the  wal  of  Iibinia,  and  the  wal  of  A zoc  us;  he  built 

7 alfo  townes  in  Azotus , and  among  the  Philifthijms,  f And 
God  did  hclpe  him  againflthe  Philifthijms  , and  againft  the 
Arabians, thar  dwelt  in  Garbaal,and  agamft  the  Ammonites.
